Pubs set to 
cash in on 
new hours

DRINKERS will blow £500mil- 
lion more a year on booze 
when Britain’s new licensing 
laws kick in this week. 

They will turn the UK into Europe’s 
biggest drinking nation and send pub 
sales through the roof. 

That’s the prediction from a major study 
into the effects of the new 24-hour boozing 
law which comes into force on Thursday. 

Tony Blair ordered the overhaul to get 
Britain supping like our cafe-style 
continental neighbours. 

But with 70% of the nation’s 81,000 pubs 
applying to stay open longer, health cam- 
paigners fear binge drinking and violence 
will spiral out of control. And 75% of boss- 
es fear staff will take more time off with 
hangovers and booze-related illness. 

The average Brit already downs the 
equivalent of 28 bottles of vodka a year. 
But that is likely to rise to well over 30. 


They already spend around £5billion in 
pubs and bars and that will rise by 10%. 
And new research for pub group Mitchells 
& Butlers yesterday predicted people will 
drink late into the night.

HOOLIGAN violence has moved from the 
football stadium to the train carriage, 
according to new police figures. 

The British Transport Police have published a 
league table of clubs which shows whose supporters 


commit the most offences. 


On Saturday they will launch a zero-tolerance campaign 
on the yobs. More than 500 BTP officers and police com- 
munity support officers will be targeting 19 of the 52

Anyone who is drunk, dis- 
orderly or attempting to 
avoid payment will face 
arrest. Fans can also phone 
a free hotline and report 
trouble-makers to the 
police. 


West Ham hooligans are 
top of this season’s league 
table for trouble, with 
Sunderland second and 
Manchester United third. 

Police blame a hard core 
of fans for more than 100 
incidents in the past three 
months, ranging from anti- 
social behaviour to pitched 
battles on platforms. 

Andy Trotter, Deputy 
Chief Constable of BTP, 
said: “Rowdy football fans 
can be a nightmare for 
other passengers.
